ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  -  I946 . 

TO:-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council . 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
I  have  kept  this  report  as  short  as  possible  and  limited  mainly  to 
statistical  information. 

This  report  deals  mainly  with  the  period  before  I  took  over 
duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  1st  October,  1946,  and,  therefore, 

I  am  unable  to  comment  to  any  extent  on  the  figures  before  you. 

I  should  like,  however,  to  emphasise  once  again  the  importance 
of  diphtheria  immunisation. 

No  case  occurred  during  the  year,  but  such  a  happy  state  of  affairs 
can  only  continue  if  all  parents  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected. 
Babies  can  be  immunised  at  10  months  and  should  again  have  an  inoculation 
when  school  is  started. 

These  inoculations  are  provided  free  of  charge  and  can  be  done  by 
the, patients'  own  Doctor.

Owing  to  pressure  of  duties  on  new  housing  sites,  the  person 
appointed  as  inspector  under  the  Rural  Survey  was  taken  off 
these  duties  temporarily. 

WATER. 

At  Ravonsour  a  200  yds.  extension  of  pipe  has  been  laid  to  bring 
a  cottage  on  to  the  Councils  supply. 

The  Collecting  Pond  at  Sawdon  has  been  cleaned  out,  the  bottom 
cemented  and  a  wash-out  valve  inserted  for  cleansing  purposes. 

The  stream  supplying  water  to  the  rams  at  Forge  Valiev,  Ayton, 
has  now  been  piped  in  as  a  measure  against  pollution. 

The  water  at  Burniston  and  Cloughton  has  on  occasion  been  highly 
discoloured.  The  worst  occurrence  of  this  trouble  was  in  September 
1946.  Discolo  ration  is  liable  to  take  place  when  the  flow  in  the 
pipes  is  disturbed,  say  by  bursts  or  stoppage  of  flow  for  repairs, 
or  washing  out.  Scalby  Urban  District  Council,  who  supply  this 
water,  arc  installing  plant  to  obviate  the  occurrence  of 
discolo' -ration  which  is  mainly  caused  by  excess  of  iron  in  the  water.

Seamer,  Cayton,  Lebberston,  Gristhorpe,  Burniston,  Cloughton, 
Brompton,  Sawdon  and  Snainton.
